Stated Monday that an inquest into 
DeVitt's death will be opened Mon- 
day, March 9, at Rocky Mountain 
House, 

Despite the fact that DeVitt's 
body had been buried for nearly 
three and a half years, Det. Sgt. 
Broadribb stated Monday that it 
was in a “remarkable” state of pres- 
ervation. “The soft, sandy nature 
of the ground,” he said, “had a ten- 
dency to embalm it with a white, 
waxy sort of substance,” 

“As we carefully removed last 
few shovels of dirt,” he said, “the 
corpse was found in perfect form- 
ation, The extremities were just 
bones and a large portion of the 
clothing had decayed, but on the 
whole the body was in very good 
condition and we are quite satis- 
fied that it is Devitt.” 

Det. Sgt Broadribb, who has been 
conducting the investigation ever 

since Bennett was arrested three 
wecks ago told of the details which 
eventually led to the recovery of 
the body. 

“The hunt, he said, really started 
in earnest last Thursday when a 
squad set out from Edmonton for 
the farm field located about 17 
miles from the town of Rocky 
Mountain House. The field was 
covered by heavy snows and be- 
fore any digging could be started 
the officers were forced to clear 
this away. 

TEAMS USED 

Teams of horses drawing scrapers 
were used for this and then shrub- 
bery from the surrounding woods 
was gathered and burned on an 
area which was staked out 100 
yards south-west of the farm house, 
all day Thursday. Once this was 
accomplished the horses and scrap- 
ers were again employed to take off 
the first foot and a half of ground. 

Diggers were then put to work 
and after penctrating to a depth 
of four feet they again encount- 
ered frost. Picks were used and 
after a slightly deeper penetra- 
tion, the ground suddenly soften- 
ed. Police, sensing that they were 
on the right track, speeded their 
efforts and a short time later the 
body had been recovered. 

Three of Bennett's sons aided in 
the work and did everything pos- 
sible to assist the officers in their 
task. 

Enough of the dead man's 
clothing wes intact to reveal that 
he had been wearing only trousers, 
a shirt and shoes at the time of the 
alleged murder. A careful search, 
however, failed to reveal any per- 
sonal effects, and no papers of 
identification were found 

The search for DeVitt's body was 
greatly simplified by the assistance 
of an unnamed eyewitness to the 
murder and burial. He is alleged to 


the exact location of the grave. 
which resulted in them finding 
what they were seeking on the firs! 
try. 

PROBE CONTINUES 


The investigation into the allegea 
killing is still going forward, anc 
police are seeking to interview othe 
relatives of the accused who are 
now living at points far distant from 
Alberta. 

DeVitt had been married to 
Bennett's daughter, Florence, who 
died in Red Deer hospitai only 
five months after the ceremony 
Was performed, from a _ bullet 
wound in the abdomen.

Remove Problem 
Question From 
Religion Urged 


“when religion ceases to be re- 
garded as a problem, man will 
find new perpose, new force and 
hope, and the world will rise 
again from the chaotic ditch of 
question marks. Then, man will 
move forward another step in 
progress,” Rev. Canon A. M. 
Trendell said Sunday morning at 
the church service at All Saints’ 
Cathedral. 

Man is apt to regard religion as a 
problem which cannot be solved 
and so is ignored, he said, “Yet 
how many of you, who believe tht 
nature is also an insolvable prob- 
lem have gone to Banff, Jasper and 
the coast, to admire natural things, 
and gain physical and spiritual 
strength?” he said, urging a return 
to religion. 


“RELIGION IS GIFT” 

“T openly admit,” Canon Trendell 
declared, “that there is not a single 
thing in the Christian creed that 
can be proved, as a mathematical 
problem can be proved, but religion 
is a gift open to every single soul 
if you will go out and seck it.” 

He told of the early Christians 
who said “The Lord is my strength 
and my song and my salvation”, 
and urged that their attitude be 
emulated. 

“Get out from behind the ques- 
tion marks of today’s attitude to- 
ward religion and everything else,” 
he said. “Jesus Christ, in spite of 
your problems, is still the central 
figure of the ages, seeking and sav: 
ing those who are lost, despite the 
general fecling that Jesus Christ, 
the bible, the thought of immurtali- 
ty, the church, are regarded today 
as problems” 


“MUST TURN TO GOD" 
He declared that the 
tendency to general doubt 
sponsible for the lack 
architecture, poetry, cathedrals, 
artists, “A good many people have 
gone so far as to find themselves 
problems,” he said. “Their God has 
ceased to be their strength and their 

salvation. 

“In place of all that urge to 
question, probe, criticize, man 
must get beyond the question 
mark. Man must let the problems 
take care of themselves, and turn 
again to God, and gain, through a 
sincere desire to do so, the 
strength which can be found only 
in religion,” he asserted.

of war. 

Inside one of 
its giant work- 
sheds we found A. T. Steele 
a line of 20 tanks, damaged in the) 
battle for Moscow, undergoing re- 
building and repair. In almost every | 
department, women and girls were} 
preponderant. They made molds | 
for shell castings; they operated} 
stamping machines ‘and lathes, they | 
poured hot metal, ground it, polish | 


it and drilled it. They did just 
about every job that is normally 
performed by men. 
QUOTAS SHATTERED 

Only at the electric furnaces, 


where streams of molten steel cas- 
caded forth in showers of sparks, 
were the workers exclusively men. 

Red pennants decorated the mach- 
ines of Stakhanovites (shock work- 
ers who produce above norm.) On| 
one massive lathe, tended by 4 
frail 20-year-old girl stood a flag 
pearing the figure “345 per cent,” | 
indicating that she had exceeded 
her quota of production by three 
and a half times. 

Vassily Bril, the stocky, square- 
jawed, blond manager of this con- | 
| verted industry, told us something | 
about the wartime history of his 
plant. Bril himself is a very char- 
acteristic product of the Bolshevik 
revolution. Son of a peasant, veteran 
of the civil war and a graduate of a 
military technical academy, he is. of | 
course, also a member of the Com- 
munist party. And like almost every | 
other industrial executive I have! 
met in Russia, he is extraordinarily 
youthful. He gave his age as 41 and 
said he was earning a salary of 
2,000 rubles monthly (equivalent of 
about $350 at the official rate of ex- 
change). | 
MACHINERY MOVED | 

Bril said that the bulk of the} 
machinery and 40 per cent of the 
personnel had been transplanted io | 
a new location in the Urals, where | 
there are nearer sources of steel and 
copper and will probably remain | 
there. It took three and 4 half 
months, according to Bril, to com- 
plete the transfer from the time 
of dismantling of machinery to the 


resumption of production at the 
new site. 
Meanwhile, the working staff 


of the transplanted plant had been 
greatly augmented by additions of 

new workers trained on the spot, 
he said. Machines and workmen 
remaining in Moscow had to be 
adapted to the new task of manu- 
facturing implements of war. More 
workers were mobilized and .rain- 
ed and the staff of the plant now 
contains 50 per cent, more women 
than before the war. 

The plant operates at full capacity 
24 hours daily. The average worker 
does a daily stretch of 10 or 11 hours 
and is paid ex'ra for the time put 
in above the legal eight-hour day. 
{Earnings of workers in this plant 
range from 550 rubles ($100) to 800 
rubles ($150) monthly, according to 
Bril 
; 


| LIAISON WITH FRONT 

Asked if the materials were ade- 
}quate, Bril remarked with a laugh 
that he thought they woud last 
|long enough to accomplish Hitler's 
downfall, The plant is still draw- 
ing on its reserves, 

Like most munitions factories in 
Moscow region, this big enterprise 
maintains liaison with the front 
Occasionally a committee from tac 
factory visits the front to give 
| presents, make pep talks and tell 
|the troops how the workers are 
jbacking them up. These visits are 


}reciprocated by delegations of 
| soldiers | 

What will happen to this and 
other evacuated enterprises after 


the war it is hard to say, but in 
most cases it is highly unlikely that 
the transferred portions will ever 
be brought back. Industrial migra- 
tion is a one-way trek. It has long 
| been the policy of the government 
}to concentrate basic industries deep 
jin the rear, The exigencies of the 
|war have greatly accelerated this 
| long-range process, Which had al- 
;ready begun some years ago.

MANY ARE NEEDED 

The recent expe*imental black- 
out demonstrated that a large num- 
ber of additional air wardens and 
patrol officers are necessary to 
completely patrol the city and in- 
sure absolute co-operation in black- 
} out regulations by all citizens. 

Two weeks ago it was explained 
that the Veterans’ Volunteer Re- 
serve had agreed to take on the 
duties of air raid wardens. They 
acted in this capacity during the 
| blackout of Sunday, Feb. 15, and, 
through a co-ordination of indivi- 
dual reports submitted after this 
practice many valuable lessons 
were learned. Certain weaknesses 
| which were apparent will be cor- 
rected, and it is confidently ex- 
} pected that better results will be 
achieved at the next blackout. 

Organization covering the city is 
now in course of progress and main 
warden control posts have been 
| selected, to which personnel such 
as is available have been and are 
being posted. These main controls 
will be again broken down into 
subsidiaries which in turn will be 
broken down until the whole city 
area is covered. In the mure con- 
gested districts it is quite possible 
that at least one warden may be re- 
quired to each block or even side 
of a block, and it is evident that the 
present ranks of the Veterans’ 
Volunteer Reserve, though consid- 
erable, cannot hope to cope with 
the task in hand. 


DUTIES OF WARDEN 

It might be well here to outline 
some few of the duties of an air 
raid warden. | 

Do all in his power 
panic; in the event of a warning | 
to send out patrols and advise 
persons on the street to take shel- 
ter; see that cars and trucks stop 
at curb and park in such a manner 
as to allow free passage for ambu- 
jlance, fire services, ete.; in the} 
levent of a blackout to patrol his 
sector and see that it is complete;| 
|to know where all defence services | 
}are located, the most raid and ef- 
ficient means of communicating} 
with them; to report to proper au- 
| thorities the fall of bombs in his 
|sector; to report all fires, immedi- 
| ately, to proper authorities; to as- 
j}sist occupants of damaged build-| 
}ings to find shelter elsewhere; to 
|see that the injured obtain first, 
laid; to aid in arresting fires while| 
| awaiting fire services; to ascertain 
damage to his pasticular sector and} 
report fully as soon as possible to 
the proper authorities as to nature 
of damage, gas, water mains, etc.; 
| to act as guide to ambulance, fire 
} service, etc, to scene of danger by)

Excepting the Red Cross, war serv- 
ice organizations will this year be sup- 
plied with funds from the Dominion 
treasury, and will not have to appeal 
for popular subscriptions, as they did a 
year ago. The object in making the 
change is of course to cut down the 
number of “drives” for money, which 
last year were so numerous as to check 
enthusiasm and threaten something like 
a strike on the part of contributors. 

There will still be at least four 
special appeals, in Edmonton and other 
centres, during the present year; two 
Victory loan campaigns, a Red Cross 
drive, and the fall round-up for local 
welfare funds; while the urge to buy 
war savings certificates must go on at 
all seasons and every day. 

This is quite as much financial 
“driving” as the public could be ex- 
pected to stand without protest. When 
appeals are too many they tend to de- 
feat each other. With the war services 
campaign eliminated, there is a better 
prospect that the other calls will meet 
with a good response. The reaction 
should be seen immediately in heavier 
purchases of Victory bonds.

The trade agreements concluded 
with Brazil, Chile and the Argentine by 
Hon. James A. MacKinnon during his 
recent tour of South America are now 
before parliament. As might be ex- 
pected, they were warmly approved in 
principle by all party leaders. That 
they will be ratified without much delay 
may be supposed, for the need of over- 
sea markets is obvious, and the wisdom 
of moving into markets from which 
Germany has excluded itself is equally 
plain. 
Canada has not in the past done 
much business with the countries in the 
southern continent; not enough to sup- 
port a regular steamship service. While 
National steamships have for years 
been plying to the West Indies, not 
enough traffic offered in South Ameri- 
can ports to make it worth while to 


extend their runs. What chance there | 


is to build up a considerable trade in 


that area only time can show, because | 


war has so dislocated conditions that 
pre-war prospects no longer apply. —

Another Sea Defeat for Japan 


While there has been no indication 
. that the heavy ships of either side

were in action, the naval battle in the | 


Java Sea is apparently the major one 
thus far in the South Pacific, The 


forces engaged there were larger than | 


at Macassar, and the defeat of the Jap- 


anese expeditionary force no less de- | 


cisive and costly. 

The issue was nothing less than the 
immediate invasion of Java, the prin- 
cipal—and for the time being the only 
remaining—Dutch possession in the 
East Indies. While the enemy met 
with an initial rebuff involving heavy 
losses, that did not prevent, nor even 
seriously delay the invasion, and furi- 
ous land fighting is now in progress. 

Java is the biggest prize the Tokyo 
gamblers could win in that area, and the 
one they particularly need to replenish 
their supplies of oil. These are also rea- 
gons why the Allies will put up the 
fiercest kind of a fight of which they 
are capable to hold the island. 

The Japanese must capture Java or 


lose prestige—as well as do without the | 
} penditure, 


oil they need. They could not afford 
to delay their attack because of the 
initial defeat, for that would shake 
confidence at home and _ strengthen 
confidence among the Allied peoples. 
Men are of no value in the calculations 
of the high command at Tokyo, and 


they will doubtless continue to send | 


more troops to the slaughter, however 
many are killed or drowned, with the 
callous indifference of Herr Hitler. 

If the United Nations can keep 
moving reinforcements of men 
ships and planes to the defenders of 
Java, this fight in the waters off its 
northern shores may be the first round 


in a struggle that will mark the turn of | 


the tide of the Pacific war. That island 
—far from Japan and of vital im- 

ance to its war plans—is an excel- 
lent place to destroy Japanese sea, air 
and land forces, 


Defence Is Our First Duty 


A lot of people who for two long 
yeara‘seemed to be curiously blind to 
the knowa facts of world politics have 


and | 
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suddenly discovered that it would be a 
good idea to prepare to defend Canada. 
When this idea was embodied in. the 
national war policy two years ago it 
evoked no general enthusiasm and a 
good deal of ridicule. What did or could 
Canada need of a home defence army? 
Why plant “pop guns” along our 
coasts? Were we going to keep thou- 
sands of men playing soldier in Canada 
when they should be oversea invading 
the continent or getting ready to? 
These were questions heard on the 
streets, every day and everywhere. At 
best the need of home defence forces 
had to be argued; it was not instinc- 
tively recognized as realistic policy. 

Japan did all the arguing necessary 
on the 7th of December, though it took 
the light some weeks to penetrate into 
quarters where it should have shone 
immediately. But what Japan did then 
was exactly what it had been sus- 
pected of intending to do whenever the 
Tokyo junkers thought their moment 
had come. 

There are no longer covert sneers at 
the suggestion that we need defence 
forces and defence equipment. On the 
contrary, there is an urgent demand 
for more of both, and for their imme- 
diate distribution along our coasts. 
This is sound sense, and there has 
been no more important revolution in 
opinion in the Dominion on any subject 
since the outbreak of war. 

Canada’s first obligation to its 
Allies, as that of each of the others, is 
to keep its own territory free from 
invasion; otherwise it must become a 
burden and a liability to its associates. 
If the Japanese could overrun western 
Canada they would thereby gain more 
territory and more wealth of resources 
than they have grabbed in all their 
raids in the South Pacific. Disregard- 
ing our own interests in the matter, it 
is the duty of Canadians, first and fore- 
most, to keep this territory and these 
resources in possession of the United 
Nations.

The liveliest speculation of this past 
week has centred about the probable course 
of Japan if and when she cleans up her 
present objectives in the Pacific. 

Just now, she is chiefly occupied with 
the Dutch possessions where she will un- 
doubtedly be given a terrific battle. 

Movements against Australia have been 
intensified. Here she is 
confronted by a tremen- 
dous area which would 
be difficult to completely 
occcupy. She may, how- 
ever, content herself with 
endeavorin to deliver 
knockout blows against 
Australian cities, where 
lives more than a quarter 
of Australia’s population, 
and thus force Australia 
oe of the war in a pro- 

uctive way. 

Resistance in the Phil- BEFORE Eh, Ww Or? 
ippines contines to be vigorous and deter- 
mined. Here, great credit must not only 
be given to the American forces on the 
spot, but to General MacArthur himself. 

It is admitted in the United States that 
General MacArthur's success is due, not 
only to his fine military talents, but to the 
fact that he knows the Philippines thor- 
oughly, that a study of the Philippines de- 
fence has been his life work. 

This fact may or may not suggest 
something to the British and Canadian 
high commands who hitherto have dis- 
played a tendency to rate a_ brilliant 
theoretical career at Sandhurst above 
practical knowledge in their higher of- 
ficers. , 

This explains the long resistance of 
the Philippines. But even these advan- 
tages cannot prevail forever over over- 
whelming numbers and numerically su- 
perior equipment. 


Where Next? 


The burning question, therefore, is this: 

If and when Japan arranges matters 
to her satisfaction in the East Indies, in 
Australia, in Hawaii and in the Philip- 
pines, where will she turn next? 

There was a good deal of apprehension, 
earlier in the week, over the danger to 
India, Unexpectedly, China took a hand in 
this situation, 

Generalissimo Chiang Kai-Shek come 
pleted a fortnight's sojourn in India where 
he discussed alternative routes to the 
Burma Road as well as Indian collabora- 
tion with China in resistance to the com- 
mon Japanese enemy. 

Between them, the Chinese and Indians 
number 800,000,000 people, approximately 
one-third of the world’s population. 

Chiang Kai-Shek conferred in India with 
British leaders and with anti-British lead- 
ers. He talked to Mahatma Gandhi and 
Pandit Jawaharlal Nehru as well as with 
leaders of India’s great Moslem popula- 


tion, 
Free India 


At the beginning of this week, he ven- 
tured to make a recommendation to the 
people of India. It was this: that the Indian 
Nationalists must soon decide whether to 
help the British, whom they dislike, or 
risk domination by the Japanese, whom 
they lothe and fear, 

He ventured still another recommenda- 


tion, this time to the British Government, 
It was this: that the British must soon 
decide whether to grant India sufficient 
freedom to obtain fuller war support from 
that vast, rich land, or to stand pat at the 
risk of losing everything to a Japanese- 
German coalition, 

Britain's position is not as simple as 
most people think because the Moslems 
still insist on the creation of separate Mos- 


| lem and Hindu provinces—a measure re- 


sisted by the Hindus, The native states, 
ruled by princes loyal to the British 
Crown, also present serious problems. 

Meanwhile, Britain has given India 
representation in the imperial war cabinet 
and on the Pacific war council. She may 
promise India home rule when the war is 
over, 

All this indicates the apprehension felt 
over the chances of a Japanese attack on 


India. 
Attack on Russia 


This speculation, interesting and vital 
though it is, subsided, mid-week under 
another notion that arose from somewhere 
and immediately dominated the minds of 
commentators, 

This notion was no less than a contem- 
plated attack by Japan on Russia. 

China vigorously supported this prog- 
nostication, The Chinese said they were 
convinced that Japan would attack Russia 
shortly, They say that Japan is keeping 
33 divisions in Manchukuo and two divi- 
sions in Korea, Few Japanese troops have 
been withdrawn from the Siberian border. 
According to the Chinese, the Japanese 
have between 1,500 and 2,000 planes in 
Korea and Manchukua ready for instant 
flight to bomb Russian air bases. 

There are no means of verifying such 
reports, but Japan’s antagonism to Rus- 
sia is well known and Germany undoubt- 
edly would like to have the Japanese di- 
vert troops from European Russia so as to 
afford Germany better hopes of a success- 
ful offensive in the direction of the Cau- 
evasian oil fields whose production Ger- 
meny needs as keenly as Japan needs oil, 

The popular reply to this speculation 
was this: 

Why should Japan attack Russia? What 
could she gain by it,’especially when she 
is involved with powers as tremendous in 
resources as the British Empire and the 
United States? 

Japan would attack Russia for exactly 
the same reason as Germany attacked 
Russia. Japan, like Germany, could never 
feel ‘secure in any conquest so long as 
Russia stood back of her, a great, uncer- 
tain, menacing shadow. 


Over California 


These were the considerations that en- 
gaged many millions of minds, in regard 
to Japan, as this week opened. 

But, as the week wore on, another 
factor appeared that overshadowed the 
probability of a Japanese attack on Rus- 
Sia, just as the probable attack on Rus- 
sia had overshadowed the threat to India 
and Pacific possessions, 

Hostile planes appeared over Cali- 
fornia. 

Following the attack by a Japanese 
submarine‘on oil refineries near Santa 
Barbara on Monday night, just as Presi- 
dent Roosevelt was speaking to the na- 
tion, enemy aircraft flew over Los An- 
geles and were fired upon by anti-aircraft 
batteries, 

Despite the effects of some dull-witted

You purchase a ticket here when you 
ride on the subway, which, as you know, 
is called either the Underground or the 
tube, But you don’t know that you don’t 
always pay the same fare. My face was 
ted the first time I tried to buy a three- 
penny ticket for three ha’pence. And there 
are so many things here which are so 
much more sensible than the way we do 
them. At home, you know, there will be 
one smoking car for perhaps ten cars on 
a train. Here, thank goodness, the one car 
will be marked “No Smoking,” and all the 
rest have smoking permitted. That is also 
true on the subway, where€as at home you 
can't even smoke in the station, let alone 
on the trains, 

A few other items: if you order a 
whisky you always get Scotch. An elevator 
is a lift. Coffee is black and fiercely 
strong—the kind that used to come from 
the kitchen to the breakfast room all by it- 
self when you whistled for it. A radio is a 
receiver or a wireless set. Water is never 
served and must always be asked for. 
Many maps have Europe and Asia on the 
left and the American continent on the 
right. They make the most wonderful 
soups in the world here, but no one but the 
chef ever knows what they are, to say 
nothing of what is in them, They are 
simply either thin or thick. Typewriters 
have no zero; you capitalize the “o,” The 
and/or sign is over the three, 


A Welsh rarebit is a toasted cheese 
sandwich. In the East End, where the 
Cockneys live, you put a penny in a slot to 
turn on the lights, They never burn wood 
in a fireplace. It’s always coal. A 500- 
page English history I saw covered the 
Revolutionary War in four pages! Ameri- 
cans always over-tip. There is a French 
restaurant here where they have never, 
in all their years of operation, served tea. 
English tea is the most wonderful concoc- 
tion in the world; we have nothing like it. 
A court—a little back street—is u mews. 
Apparently they have no alleys. A hotel 
apartment is a service flat. For no appar- 
ent reason, streets change their names 
almost in the middle of a block.

Stalin Warns The Allies Of Consequences Of Slackness 


Russians Plan Only to Drive the * 


Nazis Out of Soviet’s Own 
Territories

Stalin’s order of the day to the Red 
army cannot be otherwise interpreted than 
as a stern warning to the Allies, One must 
consider the circumstances under which 
it was made—in a nation which has con- 


e ducted the only brilliant war against

No other than General MacArthur 
testifies to this.

greeting to the Red army 
he said, “In my lifetime 
I have participated in a 
number of wars and have 
witnessed others, as well

defeated enemy followed by a smashing 
counter-attack, The scale‘and grandeur of 
this effort marks it as the greatest military 
achievement in all history.” 


The effort of the Russians has been 
greater than that of all the other allies 
combined. Their sacrifices, in life and 
property, have no parallel. The manner 
in which they have mobilized the entire 


nation for resistance and offensive is 
unique,

One Necessity 
And now, what does Stalin say? First 


of all, he is astonishingly cool and dry. He 
expresses confidence that he can liberate

the Russian soil. But he does not insist 
on the necessity to go further. He drily 
expresses the hope and expectation that 
the Hitler regime will be liquidated as the 
result of this war, But the only condition 
of Russian victory is that the Germans 
should get out of Russia, 

Stalin does not deny his agreement not 
to make a separate peace with Hitler. But 
he does not promise to continue an offen- 
sive war, beyond the Soviet Union. He sees 
that Hitler is gathering together a million 
Hungarian, Rumanian, and _ Bulgarian 
troops, But the United States has not even 
declared war on these countries whose 
armies are fighting a major ally in the 
field, 

The isolationist version of Waging war 
—not yet abandoned by many people in 
our own state department, and not aban- 
doned by Britain—until this latest shake- 


up in London—creates and justifies an 
isolationist version of waging war by 
Russia, 


Appeasement 
Let us look at this whole business of 
appeasement, still going on among our- 
selves—through Mr, McCormick of the 
Chicago Tribune, if you want an example. 
And let us compare it with relations with 
Russia before the war began 
Russia had an alliance with France 
and the little entente, and was prepared 
to fight under it, It was broken by the 
same Frenchmen who are now trying 
their fellow-nationals at Riom for losing 
the war! But the consequence was not, as 
they hoped for, the bleeding to death of 
Germany and Russia to the advantage of 
the west. 
The consequence was a disasirous de- 


feat for France, while Russia adopted 1s0- 
lationism, 

If now anyone is again going to ap- 
pease, the Russians are in a better posi- 
tion than we are. First, they have proved 
to be stronger. Second, their war is the 
most unpopular war with the German 
people, 

Third, the Russians understand psy- 
chological warfare. Stalin asserts that he 
is not afraid of the German masses, and 
does not desire to destroy Germany as a 
state or as a people. He therefore brings 
the greatest menace to Germany, while, at 
the same time, he offers the greatest hope. 

And in politica) warfare, therefore, no 
less than in military, the Russians alone 
have conducted a grand strategy, or in- 
deed, they are the only peonle who have 
conducted any strategy at all. 

Reality 

Now, Britain is responding to a reality. 
It is obvious that Sir Stafford Cripps has 
informed Britain both of the strength and 
the trends in Russia. 

Britain draws the consequences and 
makes a clean sweep of the whole clique 
who have stil! had a toehold in the door— 
from the Archbishop of Canterbury down. 

Britain has decided to win the war 
together with Russia, Have we? We are 
contemplating whether Hamilton Fish can 
be renominated for Congress, 

Stalin has very fine ears, 
what is happening everywhere. 

This war cannot be won by manipu- 
lations and agreements, Agreements hold 
or do not hold according to the disposal 
of the instruments of power, 

Stalin has no intention of sharing the

fate of Spain, which was manipulated into 


ruin, 
Liberation 


Stalin's reference to the Russian “war 
of liberation”, as contrasted with “impere 
ialistic wars”, may also be taken either as 
a back-hand thrust or as warning. 

It is probably both. Our strength in the 
Far East—and Russia's strength—is not 
that we are defending white supremacy in 
the Orient, but that we are defending 
China against an aggressor, And we need 
the help of India. 

Although the interests of India cer- 
tainly do not lie with Japan, neither—they 
feel—do they lie with the maintenance of 
the rule of the west, 

Russia's doctrine and practice of racial 
equality and national independence is toe 
day a political weapon of immense power, 

The influence in the whole Orient is 
divided between the western powers and 
Russia. If our alliance is a sincere one, 
we can pool that influence. 

If we do not, we shall lose it either te 
Japan or Russia. As things are now, it is 
Russia, and not we, who is appearing in 
Asia, as the prophet and defender of nae 
tional liberty. 

There is another restriction in Stalin's 
speech, which is an offer to the west. He is 
waging « war of national] liberation, he 
says—not a war of socia) revolution, We 
are being given a choice—to fight with 
Russia for her liberation and for our sure 
vival and to mean business, 

Otherwise Russia will fight for her own 
liberation, and let us take care of oure 
selves,

Montreal Gir! 
From Meeting 


MONTREAL, March 2.—(CP)— 
An attractive girl was removed by 
Police from an anti-conscription 
meeting in Maisonneuve Market 
here last night when she inter- 


rupted Jean Drapeau, one of the 
speakers, and, brought upon her- 
self the boos of a large part of 
the audience, 

The meeting, held under the aus- 
pices of the League for the Defence 
of Canada, was attended by severa! 
thousand people, some inside and 
others outside the market building 
at the corner of Ontario and Wil- 
liam David streets in the east end 
of the city. 


MAKES APPEARANCE 

Drapeau was speaking 
conscription for overseas service 
when the girl got up and, speaking 
in French, declared; “The people 
don't know the truth about the 
present situation and it is time for 
them to know it.” 

There were boos from the crowd 
and voices called out for the police 
to remove her. 


Drapeau, replying to the girl, 
Said it was easy to see that trouble 
Was caused by other people, but 
not by the league. 


“It is easy to see it comes from 
he added in apparent re- 
ference to his belief that the girl 
was from that city. 

“I can speak French as well as 
you can.” she replied 

Somebody shouted, “We 
have to go over there (overseas)” 

The girl replied, 
Over before they come here.” 

“But they will never come here,” 
the man shouted back

she asked. 

At this point two policemen es 
corted her outside 

Police stated afterwards that they 
had placed her in a taxi alone and 
sent her,home 

Persons at the mecting identi- 

fied her as the same girl who last 
week carried on an appeal in mid- 
town Phillips Square against 
what she considered apathy to- 
ward the war. Police, on her 
third appearance on Phillips 
Square, apprehended her for 
holding a mecting without a per- 
mit. In recorder's court she gave 
the name of Margaret Jean Pres- 
ton, formerly of Ottawa, and was 
ordered to pay $3.50 costs. 

There was another isolated flurry 
of excitement when a_ half-dozen 
men in air force uniform got into an 
argument with some youths, one 
airman tearing a “no” sign from the 
hal of one of the youths. The “no” 


sign invited that answer to the 
forthcoming plebiscite when the 
government will ask whether or 


not it shall be released from past 
commitments concerning military 
service. 

AIRMEN SURROUNDED 

In the flurry the airmen were 
surrounded by a crowd of people 
and when police put them on board 
a street car a few of the crowd 
threw snowballs and cracked a 
window jn the car before it moved 
away, 

The market was filled with 
about 2,000 people when the meet- 
ing opened to hear addresses by 
four speakers. Many went out 
when the girl was taken away 
and others during the flurry over 
the airmen, leaving less than half 
the audience for the close. A few 
hundred were gathered outside 
through the evening. 

The meeting ended quietly, in 
contrast with the last gathering 
under the league's auspices Feb. 11 
On that occasion, several hundred 
youths who had demonstrated out- 
side against conscription, formed 
themselves into parades and en- 
gaged in melees when police dis- 
persed them. A number of police 
and youths were injured, some 

youths were arrested and later fined 
and 30 plate glass windows were 
broken. The league declared that 
none of its members took part in

DRUMHELLER, March 2,— 
Sliding down the south bank of 
the Red Deer river here Satur- 
day afternoon, David Frederick 
Thomas, nine-year-old son of Mr. 
and Mrs. E. J. Thomas, crashed 


through thin ice into the river 
and was drowned, 

The boy, as far as could be learn- 
ed, was alone at the time. Two 
small boys, Albert Pasini and Joe 
Bruchel, from the north side of the 
river, told of seeing young Thomas 
sliding down the bank and disap- 
pearing From where they were 
standing it seemed to them he had 
fallen and was lying flat out of 
their line of vision, 


BODY 1S FOUND 

Later in the afternoon they saw 
David's bicycle on the ice, Think- 
ing he had gone home and forgotten 
it, the two boys took it to his home. 
As the boy had not been home for 
some hours his mother immediately 
began a search. The police were 
notified and Const. William Con- 
stable of the R.C.M.P. launched a 
row boat on a stretch of water kept 
clear by hot water from the Cana- 
dian Utilities power plant. The 
body was sighted through the clear 
water about 40 feet from where the 
boy crashed through the rotted ice, 

Coroner Dr. G. H. Whitmore de- 
clared the death to be accidental 
and no inquest necessary. 

The boy is survived by his par- 
ents, a brother, Stevie, and a young 
sister. His father is a mine offi- 
cial, while his young brother Stevie 
is a well known boy singer here. 
The funeral will be held Tuesday 
afternoon from St Magloire's 
church with Rev. J. H. Naylor offi- 
ciating.

Is To Win War 
Irvine States 


The most urgent task before 
Canada and the United Nations is 
to win the war, For all mankind 
Hitler and his allies spell de- 
struction, slavery, devastation, He 
brings to the democracies death 
by torture, enslavement, suto- 
cratic rule and poverty MW suc- 
ceseful, stated William Irvine, 
organizer for the Alberta Farmer- 
Labor party (C.C.F.) in an ad- 
dress Sunday night at the People's 
Forum, held in the C.C.F, club 
rooms on 102 street. . 

“Only the savage Nazis and en- 
slaved remnants of the peoples of 
the democracies, perishing from 
terror and dire poverty, would re- 
main on the globe if Hitler and his 
cohorts win this war,” he stated. 


MUST STOP HITLER 

“To stop him then is the first 
and most imperative of all things to 
be done. But next to that in im- 
portance is to use wisely and weli 
the opportunity which victory over 
the Axis .powers will bring,” Mr. 
Irvine stated, 

“If Hitler is not stopped there 
will be no opportunity for human 
progress, Stopping him will not 
in itself start something better, Vic- 
tory will bring only an opportuni: 
An opportunity unused or which 
We are unprepared to use properly 
will produce only remorse,” he 
Said. 

“It was the good fortune of the 
democracies to have in 1918 an op- 
portunity tossed into their laps frorm 
the dead or wounded hands of 
thirty million of war victims. We 
were then unprepared for and un- 
worthy of that opportunity. We 
were not able to catch and hold the 
torch thrown to us by those who 
fell ‘In Flanders’ fields where pop- 
pies grow.’ And so we fight again 
today a still bloodier battle to re- 
capture the opportunify we then 
did not know how to use,” stated 
Mr, Irvine | 

“I take it that it is our respons- 
ibility and one which is second in 
importance only to winning the war 
to prepare ourselves to embrace 
and to exploit to the fullest in the 
nterests of mankind, the oppor- 
tunity which victory will bring 
For unless that is done then every 
life, every effort, every ship and 
every gun and dollar expended in 
this war shall be as completely 
wasted as life and wealth were 
wasted from 1914 to 1918. And what 
is still worse if we fail to rise to 
the great responsibilities of victory 
again, then our successors will have 
once more to face this hell of war 
which we now face,” he stated. 


“LESSONS TO LEARN” 

Declaring tha; “there are lessons 
te be learned, lessons which must 
be learned from the time of the 
declaration of the 14 points by 
President Wilson until the day 
when the League of Nations refused 
to impose the economic sanctions 
of ite own arestion against the 
aggression of Japan im China, and 
Ttaly im Abyesinia.” Mr. Irvine told 
the story of the Treaty of Ver, 
sailles: He dealt with the effect of 
the 14-point declaration in ahorten- 
ing the war. The Germans not only 
saw thet with the coming of the 
U.S.A. into the war, that they had 
no chance of victory, they also 
were led to believe that they could 
save face by accepting the 14-point 
program and laying down their 
arms 

“The Treaty of Versailles, how- 
ever, was not based on the Wilson- 
tan idealism, it was based on old 
time Imperialistic policy in which 
military strategy was the chief fac- 
lor Peace was to have been neg- 
otiated between the fighting na- 
tions, instead it was imposed on the 
vanquished by the victors; there 
were to be no indemnities but they 
wére imposed under the name of 
reparations; instead of general dis- 
armament only Germany was fore- 
ed to disarm. The motion of Lit- 
vinoff that all nations step arming 
was defeated. In fact all the things 
which the declared objectives of 
the allies had promised and which 
brought about a more speedy col- 
lapse of the German machine of 
war than otherwise would have 
been the case, were forgotten. The 
very opposite was forced upow 
Germany and the revolutionary re 
publican and democratic govern- 
ment which signed the treaty for 
Germany was not only humiliated 
but was thereafter despised by the 
nation and their actions exploited 
by Hitler to the und#fg of democ- 
racy,” Mr, Irvine said 


TREATY ERRORS 

“Of course it is true that 1f Ger- 
many had been victorious she 
would have imposed a much worse 
treaty on us as she did on the Rus- 
sians at Brest-Litovsk. But even 
that realization cannot excuse us 
for the treaty which we allowed 
our representatives to sign.” 

Mr. Irvine summarized what he 
called the “grave errors” of the 
treaty and indicated the part which 
these errors had, in his Opinion, 
played in bringing about the pres- 
ent war 

‘There were only two possible 
courses,” said the speaker, ‘which 
could have been taken, either of 
which might hays led to an extend- 
ed peace. One was a complete 
crushing of Germany and the dom- 
ination of her by strict military 
power; the other was the bringing 
about of an economic and politica! 
unity in Europe under some sort of 
mutual federalism. The allied na- 
tions took neither course. They 
tried a little of each, that is they 
imposed a punitive treaty on Ger- 
many on the one hand and set up a 
recarved group of European nations 
to operate in a purely imaginary 
sphere of self-determination on the 
other. This brought about world | 
disaster,’ he said 

“The choice will have to be ur- 
finitely made this time, a choice be 
tween a peace maintained by fore 
or a peace based on social jus: 
which wil! grow stronger and mure 
secure with each succeeding geneva: 
tion.” he concluded.

Dies In City 
Age 94 Years 


On her 93rd birthday, Miss Vic- 
toria LePage told friends she was 
cagerly anticipating fer hun- 
dredth milestone. But death came 
on Sunday to the “little old lady,” 
known to hundreds of friends in 
Edmonton and vicinity just eight 
weeks before her 95th birthday.

Clere, at 10139 106 street, and until 
the time of her death, kept an in- 


terested eye on the events of re- 
cent days. She was as interested 
in current news as she had been in 
the events of the history-making 
years of Edmonton some years ago. 

She was a Liberal and an un- 
wavering spectator in the political 
arena. 


When interviewed on her 93rd 
birthday in April, 1939, she gave as

Your Baby 
And Mine 


You've seen many a child faced 
by an anxious parent who is eager 
to stuff food into him, sit for half 
an hour chewing on a piece of meat 
and refusing to swallow it, Children 
have been known to cuddle food in 
one cheek for as Jong as an hour 
and eventually spit it out when ex- 
horted to do so 

There is no reason for this habit. 

1 may be only a protest against 
the parent's demands to chew and 
swallow some food for which the 
child has no appetite. The pam- 
pered, over-fed child who is being 
fed more food than he needs, and 
is being urged to partake of 
greeter variety, might develop 
such a habit to prevent being 
forced to eat. 

Some children choke easily on 
solid foods because they have been 
fed fluids too long. Babies who fill 
themselves on milk from a bottle, 
when they are old enough to drink 
from cups and eat with spoons, may 
develop an actual timidity about 
swallowing solid foods. 

The swallowing reflex is present 
at birth, but as only fluid foods 
are indicated then, the child has 
no education in the management 
of spoonful portions until about 
the third to forth month, If de- 
nied the privilege of solid food 
and kept on a bottle overlong, the 
child may become increasingly 
reluctant to try solid foods. When 
forced he may refuse to swallow 
or may choke, thus increasing his 
own timidity and his mother's 
tendency to continue fluid foods, 

There is another reason which 
bears mention and that is the pres- 
ence of an over-size thymus gland 
which may cause sufficient pres- 
sure on the throat to make swal- 
lowing difficult. 

It becomes apparent just to read 
Over these various causes that it 
is pretty useless to rail at the 
child for his behavior. Lessen the 
demands made upon him and he 
should be more co-operative. If 
he is resentful, surely punishment 
will not erase his emotion. If he 
has had little education in dealing 
with solid foods, he needs to be 
given that opportunity. 

Bottles should disappear, milk be 
given by cup--or spoon—and he | 
should be encouraged to feed himself 
in any way he pleases—even with 
his fingers—unti] he is no longer 
afraid to swallow what he puts into 
his mouth. 

As for the thymus gland situation 
—that demands the examination of 
a physician to determine the size of 
the gland and proper treatment to 
diminish its size

CRIPPS’ PROMISE 


Britons Demand 


Good Leadership

LONDON, March 2. 
(CP) — Britons, cheered by 
cabinet changes, looked to 
the government today for the 
invigorated administra tion 


promised to parliament last 
week in the speech of Sir 
Stafford Cripps, Lord Privy 
Seal. 


The success of the daring para- 
troop, commando operation in 
destroying the German radio loc- 
ator station at Bruneval, France, 
and the re-opening of the bomb- 
ing offensive against Germany 
were welcome news to a country 
recently more accustomed to hear 
of reverses. Besides, many be- 
lieved a better home front would 
be created by eradication of sel- 
fish abuses of which the govern- 
ment showed it has taken cogniz- 
ance, when Sir Stafford told the 
Commons: 


“A minority of the people ap- 
pear to regard their personal jnter- 
ests in a manner not consistent with 
the totality of effort... such an 
attitude cannot persist... it must 
be dealt with ruthlessly wherever 
and whenever it occurs.” 

The nation has not yet passed 
judgment on the new administra- 
tion but it is prepared to give it a 
chance to do all the things it feels 
its predecessors left undone. The 
machinery for leadership is there

They are: (1) To what extent does 
the subsistence of a democratic 
social order depend on its system 
and program of education? (2) Is 
it possible to build a democratic 
society with the traditional system 
and program of education? 

A third pointer states that it has 
always been held that the high 
school program should be designed 
to foster (a) scholarship, (b) dis- 
cipline, (c) personality and char- 
acter, (d) social responsibility, The 
question is posed, “Are these aims 
valid? Are they compatible?” 

Directives for the study groups 
stated that a stronger effort should 
be made to relate the'high school 
curriculum with the realities of 
present day life and living and that 
social studies should occupy a larger 
place on the program, 


FURTHER QUESTION 


Another suggestion for study is 
whether the high school course 
should be three or four years, and 
whether there should be different 


schedules for rural high schools | 
and high schools in the larger 
centres. 


It is also asked whether all de- 
partmental examinations should be 
abolished or whether they should 
be retained for all but certain 
“accredited schools.”

the Japanese have 200,000 men and 
MacArthur about 20,000 in his 
‘Bataan stronghold. He probably 
bas more than that, since Filipino 
levies undoubtedly have augmented 
his forces. Around a neucleus of 
perhaps 2,500 United States soldiers 
there are Filipinos of the constab- 
ulary with United States officers, 
and Filipino troops with their own 
officers. 


Outside Bataan, there are “is- 
lands” of Filipino guerrillas in many 
sections, such as the 20,000 Moro 


Bolo fighters on Mindanao. The 
total of such guerrilla bands may be 
as high as 50,000. They are im- 
portant to MacArthur because they 
prevent the Japanese from concen- 
trating solely on Corregidor, They 
also will be important jn the plan 
MacArthur has worked out for the 
eventual re-conquest of the islands. 


BASE FOR OFFENSIVE 
MacArthur wants to hold out oa 
Bataan peninsula as long as possible 
and then retire to Corregidor fort- 
ress as a base for an eventual of- 
fensive, if and when the Pacific 
lines of communication can be re- 
opened by naval action and rein- 
forcements can reach him. 


MacArthur knows he will not be 
able to hold out indefinitely on 
Bataan. When he falls back on Cor- 
regidor it will be simply a matter 
of siege. That is when a move may 
be made to have MacArthur ordered 
to fly out of the Philippines to 
exercise his talents elsewhere in 
the Pacific, 


A newspaper in Sydney today 
demanded MacArthur be made 
commander-in-chief of the United 
Nations in place of Gen. Sir 
Archibald Wavell. 


MacArthur is following a strategy 
which he championed for years, As 
far back as 1931 when he was chief 
of staff, he advocated a war of 
movement by small, manoeuverable 
forces and deprecated trench war- 
fare. He has been 
modified form of the latter when 
Conditions on Bataan call for it. 


MASTERLY MANOEUVRE 


When the Japanese struck at the 
Philippines in December they form- 
ed many bridgeheads and quickly 
set up air fields. When MacArthur 
had to withdraw from Manila and 
the Cavite naval base.on Jan, 2, he 
performed a masterly manoeuvre in 
retreating around the curve of 
Manila Bay into the rocky moun- 
tains and jungles of Bataan. 

He spread his troops across the 
peninsula and kept a fluid line, 

He fought a war of movement, 
refusing to throw up any single line 
of defence and dig in behind it. 
When the Japanese with their 
Superior numbers struck at any one 
point of the line, he let them 
through, then closed in on them 
behind his lines and cut them off. 
PROTECTED FLANKS 

Thus he prevented his flanks— 
along the China Sea on the west and 
Manila Bay on the east—from being 
bent back. He was able to pre- 
vent the Japanese from landing in 
his rear, and crushing him from 
two sides, as they did to the British 
in Malaya 

When the Japanese tried to land 
on the China Sea coast below 
his lines, he did not pull back his 
force but moved up his 155 mm 
guns to blast them, and carried 
Out the “bitting off” tactics, 

MacArthur's artillery, his 155's 
and 75's have played a big role in 
his defence. The Japanese facing 
him had not encountered real ar- 
tillery opposition before. In China 
they faced nothing much worse than 
machine guns. They found Mac- 
Arthur's artillery accurately aimed 
and his gunners well trained. 

His scouting and espionage ser- 
vice was excellent. The Japanese 
were not able to pull any surprise 


tricks. Their fifth columnists had 
been taken care of long before 
Bataan

Editor States 


Canada is facing the gravest 
crisis in her history in the forth- 
coming conscription Issue, a crisis 
so grave that Prime Minister W. 
L. Mackenzie King and his gov- 
ernment finds it necessary to 
consult the people on what to do 
about it, stated A. A. MacLeod, 
Toronto, editor of the Canadian 
Tribune, addressing a mass meet- 
ing at the Empire Theatre Satur- 
day night under the chairmanship 
of H. Pallot, Edmonton labor 
union official, 

The Toronto editor regretied the 
necessity of submitting the plebi- 
scite to release Mr. King from his 
promise of “no conscription f° 
overseas,’ adding that if Mr. King 
submitted all his unfilled promises 
to the people they would have to 
stop working to set them aside. He 
said there was some merit in the 
plebiscite as it gave the people of 
Canada the opportunity to say “go 
full steam ahead and wage total war 
upon Fascism.” He appealed to his 
audience to cast an affirmative vote 
when the question was submitted 
to them. 

UNITY IN DANGER 

Political party hatreds, and the 
private hates of politicians must 
not be allowed to interfere with the 


tad 


release of Prime Minister King 
from his’ promise, Mr. MacLeod 
stated. 


Mr. MacLeod said the unity of 
Canada stood in danger, and it 
was the duty of the government 
to be entirely honest with the 
people as to its intention when re- 
leased from the promise. 

He deplored the “bogey of con- 
scription” which had been held be- 
fore the people of French Canada 
for years, This bogey, he stated, was 
a political decoy fostered for party 
advantage. He urged the govern- 
ment to tell the truth to the 
French people and trust them 
There must be no “two-faced” stand 
by the government on this issue, 

stated Mr. MacLeod. The govern- 
ment must tell the people that this 
is not a war of Imperialism, but one 
for the very existence of Canada as 
a free nation within the Common- 
wealth of Free Nations. There must 
be no political wire-pulling Only 
complete honesty can avert Can- 
adian disunity, he stated.

| starting one hour in advance under 


the present schedule, It is likely 
there would be heavy dew at that 
hour. We would either have the 


choice of losing an hour altogether 
or working one hour extra in the 
evening to make up the lost time 

Most of the farmers will set their 
watches back one hour when they 
| are haying or harvesting. 

“The children found it very dif- 
ficult at first, as they had to leave 
from school in the dark and lights 


were on in the classrooms for a 
while. Of course that is not the 
case now 

“But in the last analysis, if it's 


going to help in the war why we 
| can get along fine. We had it in the 
last war and we will be able to go 
through it all right again this time” 


ANOTHER VIEW 

Mrs. H.. Bellhouse, living just 
west of the city, expressed the fol- 
| lowing opinion: 

“We didn’t like it at all at first, 
but we're getting used to it now and 
it’s not so bad, At first it was hard 
to get the children up for school.
